ing of Deputy Sheriff Walthers and Buell Wesley Frazier in Dallas. As 
you will note, there is a reference to Walthers and Cuban sympathizers 
in the letter, but none to General Walker and Cubans. 

A travel voucher in the records of the Ccnaission indicates that Mr. 
Uebe^riset Washington on July 20, 1964; that he was in Dallas fren 
July 21 to July 24; and that he returned to Washington on July 28 , 1964, 
tr ® ,Tel * If M*- Redlich had any information to convey to 
Mr.j J i.eb©ji,sr cm July 22 , 1964, concerning "General Walker and Cubans" 
or other subjects, it seems logical that he would have included it in 
his setter of that date to Mr. Liebeler. Any information concerning 
^General Walker and Cubans would presumably have had & connection with 
j a work for the Ccnaission in Dallas, including the question- 

ing of General Walker. If Mr. Redlich had prepared separate semoranda, 
if* natural procedure would have been to enclose copies of then, with 
“■* letter to Mr. Liebeler, in order to transmit the info mat ion to him 

as soon as possible. As you will note, there is no mention of enclosures 
in the letter.
